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The Build Alternative outlined in the EIS calls for the widening and reconstruction of I-15 in Utah
County. The project would include three interchange options at American Fork Main Street,
modification and improvements to seven interchanges, construction of two potential new inter-
changes, and four different options in the Provo and Orem section of the I-15 corridor that in-
clude a potential four-mile frontage road system.

As a result of the November 2006 ballot referendum in Salt Lake and Utah Counties, UTA made
the decision that commuter rapid transit would be built from Provo to Salt Lake City as a locally
funded project, separate from the I-15 Corridor Project. For more information on this part of
the project please visit the UTA Website.
